F. Cochems. students of this un 
versity, had participated in certain ath 
letic games held at Spring Green, Wis 
during the vacation of 1895 in such 
manner as to vitiate their amateur sta 
tus: and. 


Whereas, It has been found as th 


result of a careful and full investigatio: 
of the matter by this council that sai 
J. H. Maybury and said H. F. Cochcm 
did violate the athletic rules of this uni 
versity and of the Western Intercollcgi 
ate Amateur Athletic aseociation at th 
meet in Spring Green, held on the 12t 
and 13th of September. 1895: therefore 


Resolved, That J. H. Maybury and H 


F.'Cochems be and are hereby'declare 
to have forfeited their amateur standin 
in this university and all right to pai 
ticipate as contestants in any of th 
teams or athletic events of this un 
Tersity.

disastrous explosion in the history ot 
the upper Monongahela mining dis- 
trict occurred at the Umpire mine of 
Snowden, Simpson & Co., near here, 
Friday morning.

explosion was discovered the mine offi- 
cials and others familiar

the main en- 


trance. 
Despair was in all hearts. 


To add 
to 
the 
dismay 
the rela- 


tives of the entombed miners rushed 
down 
to 
the 
works 
as 
soon 
as 


the shock of the explosion was felt. 
They heard the story of the disaster 
from the officials, who told them of tho 
hopelessness of any attempt to rescue 
the men within. 


Mothers, wives and children of the 


entombed men surged about the mine 
entrance hoping against hope. Grad- 
ually they dispersed and went to their 
homes, thoroughly broken in spirits, 
resigned to their fate and the still 
more terrible fate of their loved ones. 
Hours passed and etill 
no 
tidings 


came. 
Then all 
their 
sorrow 
was 


turned into ecstasy by the report sent 
them by the mine officials that the men 
had escaped and were safe. The report 
was confirmed soon after, when 
the 


men, whom they supposed dead or dy- 
ing, returned home with their picks 
and buckets, as they had so often done 
before. 


The old entrance by which the men 


crawled to freedom was opened many 
years ago, and is on the other side of 
Brownsville from the present entrance. 
It is so long since it was used that 
but few knew of its existence. Many ot 
the miners, however, were aware of it, 
and when the explosion passed and tha 
men discovered they were shut off from 
communication with the outside world 
by the main heading they made a rusn 
for this old abandoned entrance. It was 
closed, however, by numerous cave-ins. 
Nothing daunted, the men worked vig- 
orously to reopen the old channel, for 
they were working to save their own 
lives. After several hours of incessant 
labor they at last saw the light of day. 


The explosion occurred at S o'clock 


in the morning, one and one-half miles 
in from the entrance. 
Seventy men 


had gone into the mines four hours 
previous. Before this the fire boss had 
made his customary rounds and had 
pronounced the mine safe. The explo- 
sion started in entry No. 9, followed 
instantly by a second shock in the ad- 
joining entrance. 
Here the dead men 


were found. Here were also picked up 
a dozen men who had been burned or 
otherwise seriously injured. 
Some of 


them were scorched beyond recognition 
and more deaths are expected. 


The explosion is supposed to have 


been started by a miner going into one 
of the unusued chambers with his lamp 
lit. 


Immediately following the explosion 


a resiling party was organized and an 
attempt made to get into the mine. 
The rescuers were driven out by the 
deadly fire damp and the intense heat 
generated by the explosion. 
Several 


unsuccessful attempts were made be- 
fore the party succeeded. 


The scorched and mangled remains 


of the unfortunate men were loaded on 
four pit cars and hauled to the en- 
trance. The work of identifying the 
bodies was difficult, as most of them 
were burned or lacerated beyond recog- 
nition. The men could be recognized 
only by special marks, such as their 
time checks or clothes. 


A second rescuing party has been 


sent into the mine to make an extended 
search. Other parties will join them 
and every section of the mine will be 
scoured for those who it is feared are 
still shut up. 


The Umpire mine is one of the old- 


est in the district, and there are scores 
of old headings that will have to be 
searched for the men who are still en- 
tombed.

the granary at the big Fleischmann 
distillery in Long Island City. One 
man was killed and three were injured.

Secret Circular Being Sent Out Urging 


Jmlejieiidcnt Action ou the Part of 
Culmna—Further Interference 
to Be 


Kc.seatetl. 


Havana, Sept. 24.—From 
Santiago 


comes a story which, i£ true, means 
that the United States may be forced 
to put clown the Cuban insurgents by 
force of arms, or 
abandon 
them to 


their fate. 


The story 
comes 
through 
those 


Cuban sources which are regarded as 
favoring annexation 
to the 
United 


States, or a .protectorate over the is- 
land until the people are able to art- 
minister their own affairs. 
It appears 


that a printed document is being se- 
cretly 
but 
extensively 
circulated 


among certain Cuban societies urging 
action independent of what the United 
States may do, and declaring in the 
strongest of terms that further inter- 
ference in Cuban affairs, no matter by 
TV-hat nation, will not be allowed, but 
will be resisted to the utmost, even 
to force of arms. 


A copy cf this circular was seen by 


the native who brought the news to 
this city, and lie says the document is 
couched in the strongest terms; that 
it demands that no power shall be 
recognized in the islands save that of 
the people themselves; that no form 
of government will be recognized ex- 
cept that of an independent republic, 
•which will bring to the people politi- 
cal and religious 
freedom, universal 


suffrage, and education of the masses, 
and which shall do away with stand- 
ing armies and capital punishment. 


The circular, it is said', while not 


containing the words "United States" 
or "America," is aimed 
directly 
at 


that country, as it says the people o£ 
Cuba do not admit the right of any 
other country to interfere in its affairs 
in any manner, no matter what inter- 
est of claim it may set up as a pre- 
text for interference.

Three persons are dangerously ill at 
Taylors, Miss., but only one new case is 
reported there. 


The situation in the town of Oxford, 


Miss., is growing serious and it is 
feared that the health board will be un- 
able to check the disease before it 
spreads throughout the village. There 
were two deaths there yesterday and 
one new case.

Kaiser Is Said to He Sclieiuluj; to Selzo 


tlie iNl-.irul*. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 2-1.—Se- 


rious complications with the kaiser in 
the Philippines are feared. Private in- 
formation has been received that secret 
agents of his, who were sent to the 
Philippines to look over the situation 
and formulate plans for getting posses- 
sion of the islands, have returned and 
submitted a policy they have mapped 
out as most feasible. 


They declare that between 100,000 


and 
150,000 Filipinos can be armed, 


equipped 
and thoroughly drilled 
by 


February next. They calculate that by 
that time America will not be able to 
land a force of over 40,000 or 50,000 
men. 
The 
Filipinos will 
practically 


control all of the islands, while the 
army will be concentrated in Manila, 
American army will be concentrated in 
Manila, thousands of miles from its 
'base of supplies. 
Dewey's fleet, it is 


held, will be almost useless against the 
insurgents. 


The plan is to load every vessel from 


the dominion of the kaiser for the 
Philippines with arms and ammunition 
for the insurgents. 


The agents report that the American 


forces are particularly weak in field ar- 
tillery and suggest that a large number 
of machine guns and Krupp rapid-tire 
field guns and small artillery be sup- 
plied to the insurgents. 
It is recom- 


mended 
that every vessel 
carrying 


arms also carry a few of the kaiser's 
officers in disguise to drill the Fili- 
pinos. 


The report, it is stated, has been ap- 


proved by the emperor, and within the 
next five or six months every vessel 
under his control that touches at the 
Philippines will carry arms and offi- 
cers. The government expects to arm 
150,000 Filipinos and organize and drill 
a force of 10,000 artillerymen.
